 Motion made by Councilman Tuma, seconded by Councilman Napoli, to amend 
Ordinance No. 258-05 by accepting Exhibit “A”.  Motion carried. 
 Mayor DePiero – Stated, this budget proposes to spend approximately 43.5 million 
dollars in General Fund money for the operation of our city, including safety, service, recreation, 
Senior Citizens, and the various programs that we offer to our citizens.  The 43.5 million dollar 
figure represents approximately a 4% increase over the year 2005.   Stated, this year we propose 
to spend in the safety forces approximately 49.5% of our entire budget.  This is about ½% 
increase from last year.  The budget figure for Police is $10,674,000.  The Fire is $10,885,992.  
The Police budget is approximately 6-1/2% more than last year.  The Fire, approximately 5% 
more than last year.  This is a very lean and tight budget.  This is the second year that we have 
not had the Police Levy.  This is approximately a 3.6 million dollar hit to our City budget.  There 
will be a 3% increase for all the labor forces.  There is also a retro pay for Police and Fire this 
year that was not paid in 2005.  There are increases in hospitalization.  Increases in fuel have

almost doubled.  Stated, we are getting to a critical point with revenues and expenses and the 
loss of the levies.  We are in the process of negotiating labor contracts right now.  Changes are 
necessary in order to move forward after this year.  One major component is a change in 
hospitalization.  Hospitalization will now be at an additional cost to the employees in order to bring 
our employees in line with the private sector and public sector throughout the area.  Issue 34 is 
not a total solution to budget problems, but it will help.  Stated, he thinks this budget does the job 
for the taxpayers of the City.   
 Mr. Germana – Asked if there were any programs that we should be made aware of that 
are put on hold. 
 Mayor DePiero – Stated, there were no new programs that were proposed that were cut.  
All the programs that currently exist, will continue to exist; however, they may exist at a lower 
level.  
 Auditor Kish – Stated, every budget that was reviewed during the Budget Hearings has 
been cut.  With regard to hiring additional Patrolmen and Fire Fighters, number one Patrolmen, if 
you don’t have enough Patrolmen on the streets, that hurts security.  If you don’t have enough 
Fire Fighters, it drives up the overtime bill. These are some of the things that the Mayor and his 
Directors had to wrestle with, and I know that they are not happy.  The Mayor has their 
commitment that they are going to work with this budget.  Stated, in the eleven years that he has 
been Auditor, this is the tightest budget that we have ever had.  If things stay status quo, and 
status quo is not good, you can expect a $4,000,000 deficit next year.  That will not be able to be 
overcome by cuts.  The cuts have been made.  This is the end of the road if there aren’t changes 
in the income tax credit, which is a win-win situation.  Everyone should be on-board in supporting 
it and getting the word out.  It is not a cure-all for the City, by any means.  We are losing almost  
$1,800,000 for the last two years without a Police Levy.  This will not cover that loss of revenue.  
The services have to be evaluated.  Some demands by some of the unions are putting this city 
into a very difficult situation, to the point where a lot of necessary programs are going to be cut.  
Sometimes you can cut so much that the program isn’t worth the paper it is written on.   
 
 Councilwoman Galinas – Asked the Auditor about the $4,000,000 deficit.  Can you 
expound on that in talking about health care costs, etc. 
 
 Auditor Kish – Stated, the budget has been cut to the bone.  Those appropriations are 
supported by current year receipts and the prior year unencumbered cash carryover.  That being 
said, with the budget cut to the bone, you are not going to have a lot of unspent, unexpended 
appropriations at year end.  Stated, revenues have been estimated as close as he has even seen 
them.  They are realistic, but in the past he has had the luxury of saying that a particular revenue 
is only going to come in at 90%, or this is only going to come in at 85%.  Then when revenues 
come in good, the unions say he is lying, but it gets him through the next year because he has a 
cash balance to support a revenue stream that can’t support itself.  He expects that well over 
90% of the appropriations to be expended this year.  That includes almost $2,800,000 of the prior 
year.  So you go into the next year with a very small carryover in cash because the appropriations 
are trimmed back so much.  Hospitalization is a consideration in the future.  This year, our 
hospitalization plan is being scaled back somewhat, and there are contributions going to be made 
by all employees.  That is helping this year already.  The other thing is, at least one union  
already has a 3% raise coming next year.  If that follows suit through all the rest of the unions, 
you are looking at least $1,300,000 in additional wages and pension costs.  Our trash bill is up to 
over $3,000,000.  Stated, this is going to happen, and it’s going to happen next year.  Some 
things need to be corrected.  You are going to have to cut $4,000,000 out of this budget next 
year, and you won’t be able to do it.  There aren’t enough senior programs or pools or ice rinks or 
anything else to close.

 Councilwoman Galinas – Asked about the history of this, has it always been 50% of the 
funds? 
 Auditor Kish – Stated, initially when we started the program in the early 90s, it was into 
Operating Funds.  Initially the program only billed non residents who happened to need our 
services while they were in our city.  When we went to the full-blown program, Council did the 50-
50 split.  It has been that since then.  At the current rate of collections, the EMS billing account, 
103, the operational side, will realize about $930,000.00 a year.  The capital side will realize 
about $620,000.00 a year.
